The following President’s Act is published for geneial information: — 

THE ORISSA MUNICIPAL (AMENDMENT) ACT, 19 j4 

No. 4 of 1974 

Enacted by the President in the Twenty-lifth Year of the 
Republic of India. 

An Act further to amend the Orissa Municipal Act, 1950 . 

In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Orissa State 
Legislature (Delegation of Powers) Act, 1973, the President is pleased 
to enact as follows: — 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Orissa Municipal (Amendment) 
Act, 1974. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 


2. In section 12 of the Orissa Municipal Act, 1950, in sub-section (1),— 

(a) in the proviso, for the words “Provided that”, the words 
“Provided further that” shall be substituted; and 

(b) before the proviso as so amended, the following proviso 
shall be inserted, namely: — 

“Provided that the State Government may, by notification, 
for sufficient reasons to be specified therein, extend the aforesaid 
period by such further period or periods, as it thinks fit, not 
exceeding four months in the aggregate In any case.”.

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Reasons for the enactment 

Under sub-section (1) of section 12 of the Orissa Municipal Act, 1950, 
as amended by Orissa Act 16 of 1968, there shall be general election of 
Councillors on the date of expiry of the period of four years and four 
months co mm encing from the date of the last general election. Out of 
this period, the term of office of the Councillors is four years under sub¬ 
section (1) of section 41. So, the period left for holding the election is 
four months. The election has several stages numbering 16 and the pro¬ 
cesses are followed in quick succession within the period of four months. 
In the months of November and December, 1973, the terms of three 
Councils expired and the elections to these Councils are to be complet¬ 
ed before 3-3-1974, 25-3-1974 and 15-4-1974. 

2. The work of holding municipal elections is entrusted to the Magistrate 
of the district and other officers in the districts. The services of these 
officers will not be available for holding the municipal elections since 
they are not likely to be free after completion of their work in connec¬ 
tion with the general election. 

3. To deal with such a situation it is necessary to invest the State 
Government of Orissa with power to extend the period of four years and 
four months specified in sub-section (1) of section 12 by a further period 
of four months. This extension in each case will be done by notification 
specifying therein the reasons therefor. 

4. To achieve the aforesaid object, the proposed measure is being 
enacted as a President’s Act. 

5. In view of the urgency of the matter, it is not practicable to con¬ 
sult the Consultative Committee of Parliament on Orissa legislation 
constituted under the proviso to sub-section (2) of section 3 of the Orissa 
State. Legislature (Delegation of Powers) Act, 1973 (28 of 1973). The 
measure is accordingly being enacted without reference to the Consulta¬ 
tive Committee.
